Measure Amended Too Much
in House Claim of

Labor Men

Study by competent authorities of the
bill that was reported-

to the House by the Interstate and For-
eign Commerce Committee today loaves
little room for doubt that it 1 a much
weaker measure than that which passed
the Senate nearly six weeks ago

The House committee has spent the
interval perfecting the measure and
according to the friends of the legisla
tion has succeeded admirably In per-
fecting it into a form highly

to the railroad lobby which
by the way has probably been as big
and as ln j tantfn connection with this
particular measure as it was on

railroad rate measure of last ses
sionThe

committee reported the
bill by A strictly party vote the Demo
crats making It clear that they would
have a minority measure which would
substantially if not literally follow the
Senate Dill The representatives of or-
ganized railroad labor frankly express
doubt whether they would prefer the
House committee bill to no legislation
at all

The House measure is declared by
those who have studied It to be a most
skillfully devised measure for doing one
thing while seeming to do another
Thus in the matter of the hours of
service the Senate bill prohibited over
sixteen hours of work In a twontyfour
hotfr period The House bill makes a
thirtyelghthour period the basis and
is so arranged that a man could be
worked twentythree hours practically-
in a single period provided there were
brief intervals of suspension from duty

The word knowingly is written into
the bill despite the determined protest
against This particular word is held
by constructors of legislation to be the
most dangerous in whole English
language In measure it
Is declared effectively to violate thepurpose of legislation Thereare a dozen of other grave defects
Friends of the legislation are confident
that the President will take a hand be
fore the House management is permitted-
to report the bill with a rule that will
prevent possibility of amendment
